St. Paul, Dec. 15.—Despite the fact 
that the special meeting of the rail­ 
way department of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor called for Saturday 
in St. Paul has been heralded as a 
momentous event which would affect 
the switchmen's strike considerably 
there is now some possibility that a 
settlement may be reached through 
some other channels. 
The aspect of 
the situation changes rapidly in a few 
hours and the chances are that the 
meeting 
in 
progress 
between 
the 
switchmen and the general managers' 
committee in Chicago may result in 
some kind of a compromise or arbi­ 
tration. 
Strike leaders have practically main­ 
tained right along that they did not 
wish 
for any sympathy strike, but 
since the announcement that the rail­ 
way department of the American Fed­ 
eration of Labor would meet in St. 
Paul Saturday the general opinion lias 
been that the main question to be 
taken under consideration would be a 
sympathetic strike. 
But it is to be 
inferred from remarks of strike lead­ 
ers that no such action was to be 
looked for, which would indicate that 
new measures were being projected 
which it was hoped would bring about 
the desired end 
“Will the situation in this territory 
hinge on the meeting to be held Sat­ 
urday?” it was asked Mr. Hawley. 
“No, I guess not,” he replied, hesi­ 
tatingly.

St. Paul to attend the meeting in this 
city Saturday. 
It is believed that Mr. 
Gompers will not come here. 
He left 
Pittsburg 
for 
Washington 
Tuesday 
evening and it is not thought that he 
will come this way. 
President Hawley and Vice Presi­ 
dent Harshbarger said that the rail­ 
way department of the federation had 
been called together for the special 
purpose of considering the strike sit­ 
uation. 
Neither would commit him­ 
self to saying that it was to discuss 
the possibility of a sympathetic strike. 
Because the university regents had 
an all day session instead of only a 
forenoon session, as had been antici­ 
pated, Governor A. O. Eberhart was 
unable to pay as much attention to 
the strike situation as he had expect­ 
ed. The governor said after the meet­ 
ing that he had some of the state de­ 
partments investigating the strike sit­ 
uation and he would give the strike 
situation his personal attention to see 
what the real situation was and what 
can be done. 
The switchmen’s strike, so far as 
Butte, Mont., is 
concerned, 
is 
off. 
Forty-two men who switch cars in the 
Butte yards will return to work at 
once. 


AGAINST A WAGE ADVANCE 


Railroad M anagers W ill Take a Firm 
Stand. 
Chicago, Dec. 15.—A second confer­ 
ence between the railroad managers 
and the representatives of the switch­ 
men’s union took place here, but the 
committee have not begun the actual 
business. 
The managers, it is said 
will stand out against any wage ad­ 
vance, preferring to take their chances 
with the arbitration board. 
One of the railroad managers de 
d ared that to grant an increase vol­ 
untarily to the switchmen would mean 
a general advance for all employes. 
The number of switchmen involved. 
he said, was comparatively a slight 
consideration, but as the trainmen and 
conductors on all Eastern r -ads have 
asked for an increase the railroads 
cannot afford to give in. 
They are 
ready, however, to submit the entire 


i controversy to arby^ation under the 
Erdman law, as they have offered to 
do in the Northwest situation.

the intestines. 
The king is making a plucky fight 
for life. 
He was even strong enough 
to sign the new military law, just 
passed by the senate. 
But the battle 
has not yet been completely won 
The real feeling of his physicians and 
household is not so hopeful as the offi­ 
cial bulletins would indicate. The cri­ 
sis probably will last three days, dur 
ing which there is a possibility that 
the intestines will be gripped by pa­ 
ralysis with a recurrence of the ob­ 
struction.

Necessary Even Should Rebels Win. 


Washington, Dec. 15.—One of the 
projects for the solution of the Nic­ 
araguan 
situation 
which 
has been 
strongly urged upon the state depart­ 
ment is the establishment of a pro­ 
tectorate, either singly by the United 
States or Jointly with Mexico. 
This 
may be regarded as necessary in the 
event that the insurgents fall to dis­ 
place Zelaya by their own efforts and 
may even follow an 
insurgent 
tri­ 
umph, which would leave the country 
withe ut responsible leaders. 
It is said that precedent for such 
action could be found In the cases of 
Santo Domingo and Cuba. 
There is reason to believe that a 
forward movement will be adopted by 
this government in the near future; 
perhaps as soon as a sufficient num­ 
ber of marines have been gathered off 
the Nicaraguan coast. 
News from Managua indicating the 
Imminence of rioting beyond the con­ 
trol of the local government forces to 
suppress might serve as the basis of 
the landing of the marines and their 
dispatch to Managua, if necessary, to 
maintain order, just as was done on 
the isthmus of Panama a few years 
ago. 
It is not part of the plan to 
maintain such a force in Nicaragua 
permanently, but only long enough to 
permit of a fair and free general elec­ 
tion and the establishment of a pres­ 
ident who will be pledged to observe 
tne constitutional obligations. 


Attitude of Mexico. 
The attitude of the government of 
Mexico with respect to the Nicaraguan 
situation is set forth in a document 
which was placed in the hands of 
Secretary Knox by Governor Creel of 
Chihuahua. 
Governor Creel had an 
interview with Secretary Knox. 
At the state department it was an­ 
nounced no statement could be made 
with respect to the Mexican note for 
the present. 
It is expected that this 
government’s 
reply 
may 
be 
ready 
within a day or two. 
Senor Felipe Rodriguez, the charge 
of the Nicaraguan legation, who re 
cently received 
his passports 
from 
Secretary Knox, called at the stat'* 
department to say farewell, as he in­ 
tends to leave Washington for Mex­ 
ico. 
The proceeding was a little un­ 
usual in the case of a dismissed dip­ 
lomatic representative, but 
was en- i 
tirely agreeable to the department, in : 
view of Secretary Knox’s statement 
in his letter of dismissal that it was 
impersonal and that Senor Rodriguez 
would be welcome in his personal ca­ 
pacity. 
The cruiser Albany and the gunboat 
Yorktown have joined the gunboat 
Vicksburg at Corinto, on the Pacific 
coast of Nicaragua. 
The Albany has 
280 bluejackets aboard and the York­ 
town 155. 
These, together with the 
165 aboard the Vicksburg, are counted 
upon to protect American 
interests 
and American lives in and 
around 
Corinto.

15.—A small body of revolutionists 
led by General Morales attacked Orosi, 
which is in the extreme northwest of 
Costa Rica, a few miles from the bor­ 
ders of Lake Nicaragua. 
This place 
was defended by twenty men, four of 
whom 
were killed. 
The remainder 
retired. 
According to the advices received 
here General Morales was seriously 
wounded. 
After the engagement the 
victorious revolutionists burned the 
houses and pushed forward.

President Taft Delivers an Address at 
New Haven, Conn. 
New Haven, Conn., Dec 15.—Presi­ 
dent Taft told the business men of 
Connecticut many of the facts about 
governmental expeditures and reve­ 
nue at the annual banquet of the New 
Haven Chamber of Commerce, but he 
was unable to more than touch upon 
some of the problems which are fac­ 
ing the country in a financial way be­ 
fore it was time for him to leave for 
Washington. 
Five minutes after he 
had concluded his speech he was 
aboard his train. 
The banquet was as lively as a Yale 
reunion affair. 
It brought together 
fully 1,100 men of business prominence 
in the state, and the dining hall at 
Yale was the scene. 
The president 
attended a meeting of the Yale corpo 
ration in the afternoon and held a 
short reception before the banquet. 


Blows Off Top of H is Head. 
St. Croix Falls, Wis., Dec. 15.—Fred 
Anderson, a restaurant keeper who 
was married about two months ago, 
committed suicide by shooting off the 
top of his head. 
It is reported that 
family differences caused his act. 


Pittsburg, Dec 
15.—W ar was for­ 
mally declared upon the United States 
Steel corporation by the leaders of or­ 
ganized labor throughout the United 
States and Canada at the close of a 
momentous two days’ conference. The 
decision to battle against the stand 
taken by the steel corporation in its 
policy of “open shop” was reached by 
the labor conferees only after hours of 
debate. 
Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, pre­ 
sided over the conference and through 
him the measure was put upon the 
record books of the executive council 
of the federation. 
The grievances of organized labor 
against the steel corporation, as set 
forth in the resolution, have been for­ 
warded to President Taft and the sen­ 
ate and house of representatives. The 
governors of the states in which the 
steel corporation owns plants or has 
interests will also receive a copy of 
the resolution. 
The 
resolution 
deals 
principally 
with the low wages paid the men in 
the employ of th*' steel corporation, 
the hours of work and the general con­ 
dition of oppression under which the 
corporation is alleged to hold its em­ 
ployes. 


O’CONNOR AND CANNON MEET 


“Tay Pay” and “Uncle Joe” Hold a 
Lively Conversation. 
Washington, Dec. 15.—“Uncle Joe” 
Cannon and “Tay Pay” O’Connor met 
on th e floor of the house of represen 


tatives just after adjournment of that 
body. 
Thomas F. Walsh, the Colorado mil­ 
lionaire, whose guest the Irish leader 
is. introduced them. 
“Tell me bow they do things in the 
house of 
commons,” demanded 
the 
speaker, smiling, and for the next fif­ 
teen minutes the two statesmen were 
engaged in lively conversation. 
Mr. 
Walsh in tile meantime went about 
corraling 
all 
the congressmen 
ho 
knew and he soon had them lined up 
waiting their turn 
to shake 
hands 
with the distinguished Irishman. 
Later Mr. O’Connor escaped to the 
speaker’s room, pursued by a small 
army of newspaper men and not a few 
congressmen. 
Eventually he surren­ 
dered to the former and predicted a 
Liberal victory in England during the 
coming elections and the granting of 
“home rule” to Ireland. 
“You don’t look half as fierce as 
the Speaker Cannon I had pictured,” 
Mr. O’Connor told 
Speaker Cannon 
during their conversation. 
The speak­ 
er laughed. 


ORDERS A PUBLIC HEARING 


Montana Commission to inquire Into 
Express Rates. 
Helena, Mont., Dec. 15.—The state 
railroad commission, acting on its own 
initiative, ordered a public hearing in 
this city on Jan. 26 on the question of 
express rates. 
The inquiry is to be 
the most searching and thorough in 
the history of the commission, a long 
list of questions having been submit­ 
ted to the carriers in a notice, which 
they are requested to come prepared 
to answer. 
These have to do with the capital 
and stock of the companies, their divi­ 
dend rate, why rates are higher in 
Montana than in Minnesota, W ashing­ 
ton and other states; why other al­ 
leged discriminations exist, etc. 
Every express company and three 
railroads which conduct an express 
business in the state are made de 
fendants in the action. 
It seems cer­ 
tain that radical results will follow.

In the old days Id New York city,

scene of grief that no others than 
themselves 
could 
have 
appreciated 
they were silent. 
Then Old Man Guernsey stood be­ 
tween them and waved Ins hand above 
them into space.

Flowers, Fountains and Trees For New 
Y o rk ’s Biggest Office Building. 
Now York’s largest skyscraper will 
cast its shadow over the Battery. T o w ­ 
ering 
thirty-one 
stories 
above 
the 
ground, it will contain 11.000,000 cubic 
feet with a rentable area of 550,000 
square feet. 
In it will be ten miles of 
plumbing, twenty miles of steam pipe, 
sixty-five miles of conduits and wiring 
and 3,000 electric fixtures. 
From curb to roof it will measure 
410 feet. 
In building it will be used 
14.000 tons of structural steel. 7.500,000 
common bricks. 000,000 lace bricks, 
45.000 
barrels 
of 
cement, 
535.000 
square feet of floor arches. 200,000 cu­ 
bic feet of cinder till. 125.000 square 
feet of girder covering. 450,000 square 
feet of partition tile, 120.000 square 
feet of column covering. 210,000 square 
feet of wail furring. 5,500 cubic yards 
of caissons, 17.000 cubic yards of earth 
excavation. 2.150 cubic feet of granite, 
20.000 cubic feet of Indiana limestone, 
3.000 tons o! ornamental terra cotta, 
05.000 sepia re feet of wire laths, 85.000 
square yards of plaster. 400.000 lineal 
feet of spruce sleepers. 800,000 feet of 
comb grain yellow pine flooring, 2.300 
windows, ijo.ooo square feet of glass, 
3.000 doors. 280.000 pounds of window 
weights. 30.000 feet of copper chain, 
450.000 feet of ground, 80,000 feet of 
picture mold and SO.OOO feet of base. 
Cinders required for door arches and 
between sleepers of the doors will fill

place, covering 51.515 square feet, oi 
twenty-one city lots. 
It will cost $8, 
000.000. 
On tile Washington street front wit 
be a park, with gardens, lawns, foun­ 
tains. trees, over which the offices wit 
look. 
The park will be IOO feet wide 
and 200 feet deep. 


NEW FLAG FOR TAFT. 


War Department Will Give the Presi­ 
dent Larger Eagle. 
Hereafter when President T a ft goes 
forth as commander In chief of the 
army lie will have a different flag.

I I UGLY ANIMALS, 


Those Big Pigs, the Rhinoceros 
and the Hippopotamus. 


THEY ARE HARD TO CAPTURE. 


Getting Away With On* of th* Colossal 
Brut** Make* th* Work of Trapping 
tho Big F*lin** Soom Liko Child’* 
Play—Method* of tho Hunter*. 


Trapping the big felines Is child’s 
play compared with the work of cap­ 
turing those lumbering, colossal ani­ 
mals of the "big pig” family, the rhi­ 
noceros and the hippopotamus. 
Too stupid to tame or to break to a 
halter and 
too 
heavy 
to transport 
through hundreds of miles of wilder­ 
ness, It would take a man half a life­ 
tim e to bring one of these five to six 
thousand pound creatures out of a jun­ 
gle into civilization. 
Therefore the 
expert’s only chance is to Aud a cow 
with a calf and to capture the young 
one. 
Compared with the alert, grim ex­ 
terior of the felines, there Is little in 
the apiHMirance of a phlegmatic, pon­ 
derous pig like a rhinoceros to indicate 
Its real ferociousness. 
There is hard­ 
ly a wild animal in existence which is 
more dangerous thau this rarest of all 
our menagerie captives. 
Awkward as 
the great creature appears wheu at 
rest, once aroused it dashes through 
the densest thicket with the Irresisti­ 
ble speed of an express train. 
To catch a rhinoceros the trapper 
proceeds with preparations much as 
would an explorer bouud for a tw o or 
three year expedition in the Interior 
of an unexplored continent, for the 
difficulty confronting him is the three­ 
fold one of first penetrating a thou­ 
sand or more miles into the interior; 
second, of finding not only a rhinoce­ 
ros, but a rhinoceros cow with a calf 
old enough to capture, and, lastly, of 
transporting his prize across hills and 
mountains and plains, over rivers and 
ravines, across swam ps and through 
forests to civilization. 
Skirting swam ps and rivers, the men 
are ever on the lookout for the deep, 
round spoors, like a pie plate driven 
Into the mud, for in this wet ground 
the rhinoceros loves to wallow. 
Fre­ 
quently five or six months elapse be­ 
fore the tracks of a cow and a calf are 
picked up. 
Noiseless and from well to leeward, 
the trapper and his men gradually 
steal nearer until the cow aud the 
calf are inclosed in a circle. 
From 
ahead, out of the maze of cane and 
creeper, sounds the uneasy stamping 
of the cow. 
With a half snort, half 
grunt, in an instant the rhinoceros is 
all attention. 
Head raised and nostrils 
sniffing, she searches tile air steadily. 
At sight of one of tile savages the cow 
dashes with the speed of a race horse 
at the mau, charging the human decoy, 
and at that instant the trapper’* ritLp 
is heard, and her furious charge is 
over, provided the bullet reaches tile 
heart by striking just behind the left 
foreleg—the only vulnerable point in 
the inch thick armor with which the 
beast is clad. 
Now aud then it happens that the 
trapper fails to kill in time—his gun 
may miss tire, intervening trees may 
interfere or the marksman may miss 
his aim. 
Then the life of the decoy 
depends upon Ins own agility. 
'Lo run 
to one side before tile rhinoceros is al­ 
most on top of him would he fatal, for 
the swift brute would overtake him 
with a few hounds. 
His only hope is 
to1 wait until the deadly horn is almost 
at his feet and then, with the swift­ 
ness of a mongoose dodging the aim of 
a cobra, to leap to one side while the 
ponderous creature, 
linable to turn 
short in time, dashes onward under its 
own impetus. 
Twice, three times, a 
clever native hunter will dodge iii I ids 
way. giving the trapper ample time to 
bring down the rhinoceros. 
Then 
comes 
the 
tracking of 
the 
frightened calf, which lias lied at the 
first sign of trouble, aud soon it is 
pushed, 
prodded and 
shoved 
up a 
bridge of log skids into a cage of the 
bullock cart. 
But even more dangerous is the trap­ 
ping of tile hippopotamus, 
for, al­ 
though iii itself the "rhino" is a more 
savage 
antagonist 
than 
the 
"river 
horse,” tile trapper hunts the former 
on land and brings down at a safe dis­ 
tance, whereas iii the case of the hip­ 
popotamus he must fight in the same 
primitive fashion that savages have 
used for ages. 
Hand to maw, as it 
were, he must engage t Ii is two ton 
monster while standing in the bow of 
a frail canoe, for the hippopotamus, 
as its name, the "river horse,” means. 
Is a land and w ater animal and must 
be harpooned and brought ashore be­ 
fore it expires, otherwise it would sink 
at once to the bottom of the river, the 
coveted calf escaping among the other 
hippopotamuses instead of following 
the stricken cow to shore, so that the 
youngster 
may 
he 
caught.—A.

DESTROYED BY CHEMICALS. 


W eapons Used by A ssa ssin s A g a in st 
Royal Personages. 
Very few people are aware that as 
soon as the trial of an assassin of 
royalty is concluded the weapon with 
which he accomplished his crime is 
carefully destroyed so that no trace of 
it remains. 
The reason of tills is twofold —first 
of all. the possibility exists that at 
some time or other the weapons used 
in a royal tragedy may be exhibited to 
the public in some museum or show, 
and. second, there is a strange super­ 
stitious dread existing among reigning 
houses th at the existence of the inno­ 
cent 
but 
unhallowed 
weapons 
by 
which rulers have been dispatched to 
eternity is fraught with peril to their 
descendants. 
The 
method 
of 
destroying 
these 
weapons is a curious one. The wooden 
portions, such as the stocks of pistols 
or the handles of poniards, are burned, 
and the metal portions are eaten aw ay 
in a bath of nitric acid. 
This has been Hie custom ever since 
the attempted assassination of Queen 
Isabella of Spain iii 1852 by Merius. 
Prior to that date the metal work of 
firearms or knives was ground or filed 
away, but tile blade of the (bigger with 
which Merius sought to execute Ins 
dastardly crime proved to be of such 
exquisite temper and hardness that it 
resisted. t>oth file and grindstone. 
This became known to tile populace, 
and the superstitious Spaniards believ­ 
ed that Merius had invested his weap­ 
on with magical qualities. 
To divest 
them of this absurd belief the authori­ 
ties had the weapon destroyed by im ­ 
mersing it in chemicals, a rule that 
has been followed ever since. 


High Class Suicide. 
In China suicide lias been a tine art 
for several centuries. If a mandarin is 
guilty of misconduct he is requested 
to put himself out of the land of the 
living. There is a distinction, too, iii 
the manner in which the oriental may 
die. If he is of exalted rank and enti­ 
tled to wear the peacock feather he is 
privileged to choke him self to death 
with gold leaf. 
This is regarded as a 
distinguished manner of ending life. 
If the mandarin is only of the rank 
that is entitled to wear the red button 
he must be content with strangling 
him self with a silken cord. Such aro 
the distinctions of caste.

real cure for It. 
For that purpose lie 
created the "George Crocker Special 
Research fund.” 
Mr. Crocker’s will did not specify 
any sum of money for this purpose, 
but directed that his house at Fifth 
avenue and Sixty-fourth street, with 
its contents, as well as his country 
place at Darlington, N. J., should ba­ 
soid and the proceeds turned over to 
the trustees of Columbia university for 
investm ent as a permanent fund. This 
will net about $1,500,000 
Mr. Crocker some time ago gave $50,- 
000 to Columbia to start this work. 
Mrs. Crocker also died from cancer, 
which had much to do with the plans 
which Mr. Crocker bad been making 
for a long time to give a fund for spe­ 
cial research. 


Mad* Many CHaritabl* Gift*. 
Mr. Crocker inherited from bis father 
$6,000,000 as bis share of the $30,000,- 
OOO estate which the former railroad 
king left. 
He had a reputation before 
bis father's death of being a reckless 
young man, but in accordance with a 
clause in his father’s will, which stip­ 
ulated 
that 
his sou should abstaiu 
from drink for five years, he turned 
over a new leaf and at the end of that 
period came into his inheritance. 
Captain John Hays Hamm ond of 71 
Broadway, New York, one of the ex­ 
ecutors of Mr. Crocker’s will, said that 
Mr Crocket had made many ch a rita ­ 
ble gifts in his lifetime, but had al­ 
ways kept them a secret as be was un­ 
willing to become known as a public 
benefactor. 
At one time Mr. Crocker gave $20,000 
to start 
a 
school 
for postgraduate 
work in mining among the colleges. 
This school was* known privately as 
the Mining Field school, and graduates 
from 
Harvard. 
Yale, Columbia, the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology 
and the Golden School of Mines iii 
Colorado attended it for one year. 
Mr 
Crocker leased a mine near Bowlder. 
Colo., as an aid to his experiment 
about four years ago. and about a hun­ 
dred graduates*from tile different uni­ 
versities went there under the inst lo­ 
tion of Professor Munroe of Coliimoii 
and 
some 
from 
other 
institutions 
They occupied houses near the mi .* 
which Mr. Crocker put up for th.on 
and lived the life of miners f• > 
a 
year, going down into the mine ai l 
learning drilling, blasting and all toe 
other operations. 


How He Helped Peary. 
Mr. Crocker at another time also gave 
several thousands to start a student 
loan fund for men in tile different col­ 
leges in the east who found themselves 
unable utter a year or so at college to 
continue their course through lack of 
finances. 
Mr Crocker lent these men 
money and they were put upon their 
honor that, tis soon as they began to 
make money after graduation, they 
should turn over the borrowed amount 
to Hie fund so that it might be re­ 
loaned to those in a like predicament. 
At the time that Commander Peary 
was about to set out on his last aud 
successful dash for the north pole Mr. 
Crocker was approached on the sub­ 
ject of funds, 
lie was strongly op­ 
posed to tile project, as he considered 
that Peary was about to throw his 
life away 
However, friends of the 
commander persuaded Crocker to meet 
the explorer, and when the two did 
meet aud Crocker had sized up his 
man and found that he was determined 
to embark on the expedition, whether 
properly fitted out or not, the young 
man contributed $50,000 to the expe­ 
dition 
in honor of his benefactor, 
Peary has named a large tract of land 
in the polar zone Crocker Land.

King Gustave Intervened 
last August in an endeavor to secure 
a compromise, but without avail. The 
strike continued for months and in­ 
volved thousands of men, the employ­ 
ers’ association paying $40,000 daily 
to support its weaker members, while 
the trades unions and other working 
men’s associations exhausted their en­ 
tire funds to keep strikers from starv­ 
ing. 
Eventually nrbltratiou was undertak­ 
en by the Swedish government to set­ 
tle the dispute, and in the luterim 
many of the workmen returned to their 
tasks, although the number unemploy­ 
ed remained very grout. 
King Gus­ 
tave, the queen and other members 
of the royal family, us well as the 
cabinet ministers, contributed to a na­ 
tional fund for the purpose of provid­ 
ing 
loans 
to

working classes. 
Homesteads have already been appor­ 
tioned among the unemployed, but con­ 
ditions remain such as to cause the 
king and bis government grave ani 
lety.

CALHOUN FOR CHINA. 


Glimpses of Chioago Law yer Appoint'd 
Mlnieter In the Far Eaet. 
in appointing William J. Calhoun of 
Chicago an minister to Chinn I’resl- 
dent Taft has selected a man of wide 
experience aud one well qualified to 
fill that important post, which requires 
a statesman combining both business 
and diplomatic qualifications. He Is a 
member of the law firm of Calhoun, 
Lyford Sc Sheean of Chicago, his home 
city. 
He was born In Pittsburg on 
Oct. 5, 1848. He was admitted to (lie 
bar In 1875 and practiced for many 
years at Danville, 111. He was a close 
friend of the late I'resident McKinley, 
by whom be was Intrusted with tho 
important mission of Investigating a f­ 
fairs In Cuba Just before tbe Spanish 
war. In loos be was sent by President 
Roosevelt as a special envoy to Investi­ 
gate tbe cnuse of the trouble betweeu 
the 
United 
States 
and 
Venezuela, 
which grew* out of the dispute of the 
Venezuelan government with tbe Ber­ 
mudez Asphalt company. 
Mr. Calhoun is a distinctly likable 
man, whose cardinal outward charac­ 
teristic is simplicity. 
He is without 
aff eolation. 
Mr. Calhoun now is In the full vigor 
of his powers. His strong face. with 
Its broad forehead aud keeu eyes. is 
that of a successful man. 
When the civil war opened he was a 
boy of sixteen years, and his patriot­ 
ism was fired by tales of heroism 
brought back from the front. 
Tie of­ 
fered him self at a recruiting station 
and twice was repulsed, his youth be­ 
ing the bar to entering the service of 
the country. 
A third time Calhoun 
was successful In enlisting, and he be­ 
came a member of the Nineteenth Ohio 
volunteers. 
Mr. Calhoun knew President McKin­ 
ley long before either of them came 
into public life. They were Intimates 
at school, and the friendship then com­ 
menced was not severed until Presi­ 
dent McKinley’s death. 
Aa a young 
mao Calhoun taught school lo Dan­ 
ville, III. 
He had trouble with tbe big 
boys, who called him a “strayling from 
the east” and objected to letting him 
boss them. 
In later years be had de­ 
lighted to tell bow bis diplomatic ca­ 
reer bad its beginning there. 
He went 
out Into the playgrounds one day. 
where the boy that made most of the 
trouble for him was tbd crowd’s lead­ 
er. 
He 
suggested 
that 
they 
play 
throwing tbe hammer, a game in which 
he was an adept. 
The boys agreed, and he threw the 
hammer, but not with all his strength. 
Then the big boy threw it and passed 
his mark, much to the delight of the 
others. 
After that the schoolteacher 
tried again, and not only put the ham­ 
mer tweuty feet further tharr the next 
best throw, but threw tbe big boy aft­ 
er it. 
Mr. Calhoun was a member of the 
interstate commerce commission from 
March 8. 1898, to Oct. I, 1900.

first Mrs. Calhoun died on Aug. 17.

Five years ago Mr. Calhoun 
married Miss Lucy Monroe of Chicago.
